ART NEWMAN WINS 
PAROLE AFTER 20 
YEARS N PRISUN 


Notorious Southern Iili- 
nois Gangster of 1920s 
Was Serving Two Life 
Sentences for Murder.

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 26— 
Art Newman, notorious gangster 
and chief lieutenant of Charlie 
Birger in the bloody southern II- 
linois 4 warfare of the 1920s, 
was led today from States- 
ville — after serving 26 years. 
Originally, his sentences totaled 
life plus 1

IIli- 
nois parole officers will ask Cali- 
fornia parole officers to inves- 
tigate and, “if California is will- 
ing to accept Newman as a pa- 
roled prisoner, he will be re-

‘Newman was serving two life 
sentences for murder, a sentence 
of 10 years to life for bank rob- 
bery and two 57-year sentences 
for conspiracy to commit murder. 
The conspiracy sentences were 
reversed by the Illinois Supreme 
Court in 1946 and reduced to one 
to five years each. 

Under Illinois law, he was eligi- 
ble to seek parole in July 1947, 
after 20 years’ imprisonment. 

At least 16 murders were com- 
mitted from 1926 to 1928 during 
the warfare between the Birger 
gang and the notorious Shelton 
brothers and their associates. 
Birger was hanged for his crimes. 
Newman, as well as Birger, was 
convicted in 1928 of murdering 
Mayor Joe Adams of West City, 
Franklin county. 

Newman pleaded guilty in 1929 
in Williamson county of killing 
Mrs. Lory Price, wife of a state 
highway policeman. He also 
pleaded guilty of conspiracy in 
the killing of Price and his wife.

SAIGON, Indochina, June 26 
(A) — France sent troop rein- 
forcements to the Indochinese 
kingdom of Cambodia today in 
the wake of King Norodom Si- 
hanouk’s threat to war against 
the French for independence. 
A French command spokesman 
termed the troop movement “pre- 
cautionary” and said the men 
would “protect the lives and prop- 
erty” of French residents in Cam- 
bodia, one of the three French- 
Associated States of Indochina. 
Frenchmen operate more than 100 
large plantations in Cambodia. 
Semi-official sources reported, 
however, that a battalion of para- 
troopers stationed in north Indo- 
china had been alerted for pos- 
sible movement in Norodom’s 
kingdom.

Democrats, backed out of his plan 
to put the present ruling parties 
to the electorate as a single block,

Assistant of State Wal- 
ter Robertson, an able and court- 
ly Virginian, has been sent to 
Seoul to persuade President Syng- 
man Rhee to co-operate in the Ko- 
rean truce, Robertson has a per- 
sonal letter from President Eisen- 
hower to President Rhee, and 
other, less publicized means of 
persuasion. — 

But the fact remains that Syng- 
man Rhee fell into the hands of 
the Japanese when he was a much 
younger and more malleable man, 


a facade of confidence that Rob- 
ertson will somehow succeed 
where the Japanese failed. It will 
be a considerable diplomatic feat 
if he does, 

Power At His Disposal. 

For one thing, Rhee has more 
power at his disposal on the spot 
than do Robertson and Gen. Mark 
Clark. London has been rather 
pointedly remin Washington 
of the Egyptian in wartime, 
when Sir Miles Lampson made 
ex-King Farouk see the light by 
surrounding his palace with tanks. 
But Rhee is no Farouk, and the 
comparative strength of the South 
Korean and other U.N, forces is 
very different from the compara- 
tive strength of the bedraggled 
Egyptian division and the Brit- 
ish army of the western desert. 

Gen. Clark has officially ad- 
vised Washington that a ROK di- 
vision is now fully equal to an 
American division. There are 
19 ROK divisions, as against six 
American divisions. The ROK 
commander, Gen. Sun Yap Paik, 
has been so sympathetic to 
American: policy that there is a 
question whether Rhee may not 
try to supplant him. In any case,

The outlook, if Robertson fails, 
is both dark and chaotic; for no 
truce is possible without Rhee’s 
co-operation, and any attempt by 
Rhee to fight on alone will in- 
evitably lead to a major disaster 
in Asia. Even if this kind of 
divisive and destructive develop- 
ment can be avoided, the squeak 
has been too narrow. We should 
at least learn the lesson that peo- 
ple may mean what they say, 
even when we do riot think they 
make sense.

Jaboteurs in 
His Own Party 


Urges Eisenhower to 
Deal Bluntly With 
Ones Fighting His 
Foreign Policy. 


NEW YORK, June 26 (AP). 


ENATOR WILEY (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, today urged President 
Eisenhower to deal bluntly 
with Republican “saboteurs” of 
his foreign policies. 

The chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, in 
a speech prepared for the Uni 


said he wants the Administration 
to encourage teamwork on for- 
eign policy “rather than to idly 
permit and fail to discourage ir- 
responsibility.” 


Wiley said he wasn’t suggesting 
that members of Congress follow 
the Administration “slavishly” 
but was calling for “a greater 
sense of teamwork.” 


(The United Press reported 
Wiley said the Republican party 
has some “Syngman Rhees,” who, 
“like the distinguished South Ko- 
rean President, are diligent pa- 
triots. We respect them for that. 
But if they can’t have their own 
way, they don’t want to play ball 
at all. And they don’t mind 
wrecking the ball game.”) 


Mentions No Names. 


“It will do ne good if the Re- 
publican party is simply listed in 
its policy statements and resolu- 
tions on behalf of the Adminis- 
tration’s foreign policy if a siz- 
able group in that party is effec- 
tively trying to sabotage those 
policies,” he said, 


Wiley mentioned no names in 
this connection, but he said Ei- 
senhower “knows saboteurs and 
malcontents and goldbricks when 
he sees them.” 


He said he thinks Eisenhower 
is making “a superb, super-hu- 
man effort to try to bring differ- 
ing viewpoints together and to 
create a greater sense of team- 
work.” 

“He does not want existing 
frictions to grow still worse and 
existing divisions to expand into 
wide open gulfs,” Wiley said. “He 
is seeking sound compromises 
whenever necessary and without 
jeopardizing principles.” 

But he said the Administration 


jought not to ignore splits over 


foreign policy and ought not to 
“regard their provokers compla- 
cently,” 

“Let the Administration heed 
its friends and remember its foes 
whoever they may be,” the Sen- 
ator said. “This does not mean 
‘whip cracking.’ But-it does mean 
realism and bluntness in self-de- 
fense.” 

Tribute to Taft. 

Wiley cited Senator Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio, as a man he said “will ney- 
er be gagged” but who has ma 
many sacrifices for team play. 

Wiley complained that some of 
those who criticized his opposition 
to the Bricker amendment to re- 
strict treaty-making powers had 
been overly violent. 

He said nobody is going to be 
able to rush the Bricker proposal 
through the Senate. It has been 
approved by the Senate Judiciary 
Committee over the objections of 
the President and Secretary of 
State Dulles. Senator Knowland 
(Rep.), California, acting G.O.P. 
leader, has said it will be taken 
up this session. 

Turning to international affairs, 
Wiley called on United States 
allies to “quit cringing and quit 
talking appeasement.” He urged 
that they join in a series of de- 
mands oh Russia. 

Chance for the West. 

He said that rioting in East 
Berlin, Czechoslovakia, Poland 
and elsewhere behind the Iron 
Curtain has given the Western 
allies an opportunity to take ad- 
vantage of Russian weakness.

Into the Fourth Year 


The Korean War is now in its fourth year. 
This is a fact that is worth appraising against 
the background of American history. Here is a 
record of our seven most notable previous wars 
and our years of participation in each: 


Revolutionary War — — — 1775-81 
War of 1812 —— — we ee — 1812.15 
Mexican War — — — —— £1846-47 
Civil War a = we = = 1881-65 
Spanish War — — — —— 1898 
World War Im — — — — 1917-18 
+ World War TE mm — .- — 1941-45 


Thus only the Revolutionary War, the Civil 
War and World War II were longer than the 
Korean War, and it is a question whether World 
War II should be included as longer since 
most of our effort was concentrated in the years 
1943-45. If World War II is dropped from the 
list then only the Revolutionary War, which es- 
tablished our nation’s independence, and the 
Civil War, which preserved our Union—both 
wars on our own soil—lasted longer than the 
still unfinished Korean War. 

At last report, more than 24,000 Americans 
had been killed in Korea. This figure is: large 
when seen in terms of fatal casualties in other 
American wars. Here are the comparable losses: 


Revolutionary Wa 4,044 
War of 1812 — — — — — — 1,877 
War —< — — « « 13,237 
Civil War — — — (ä — — 524,509 
Spanish War — — — 6,472 — 
World. War I — — — — — 119,956

Thus only the two World Wars and the Civil 


War took more American lives than the Korean 


War has taken in its three years. In fact the 

American battle losses in Korea are almost ex- 

actly the total of deaths in the Revolution- 

ary War, the War of 1812, the Mexican War 

and the Spanish-American War taken together. 
. — . 

This is a tragic record and, with the truce 
efforts hanging in the balance, it seems to be 
a frustrating one as well. But it would be a 
sorry mistake to see the Korean War only in 
terms of its casualties, its length and its cost to 
the United States, which thus far is about 
$22,000,000,000. 

Mothers and fathers, wives and children who 
have contributed loved ones to the Korean 
struggle have the abiding satisfaction of know- 
ing that their sacrifice went to halt Communist 
aggression. 

The brave men who have given their lives in 
Korea have kept the Red sweep from engulfing 
Korea and, by this time, doubtless: other parts 
of Asia. Anyone who wonders whether the Ko- 
rean losses have been in vain needs only imag- 
ine what Asia would have been if the United 


States, along with the U.N. countries, had not - 


stood firmly together three years ago on the 
issue of the thirty-eighth parallel. 

It is this which makes all the more necessary 
that an honorable peace be achieved in Korea. 
We cannot now permit a truce that breaks the 
faith with those who died there for the great 
principle of freedom. Neither can we permit an 
armistice to be held up indefinitely by the ir- 
responsible conduct of Syngman Rhee. :

This is the eighth anniversary of the signing 
of the U.N. charter at San Franciscé. With it 
comes new atta<':s by the Chinese Communists. 
Three thousand fresh Reds have been thrown 
into the fighting to drive the U.N. forces out of 
important positions. Meantime President Eisen- 
hower's special emissary, Assistant Secretary of 
State Walter Robertson, has met with Rhee and 
delivered an urgent message from the White 
Heuse. No one knows what the next few hours 

Even so there needs to be no shame for 
Korea and what has been done there by the 
United States. No one needs to apologize. The 
loss of life and treasure is deplorable, but it has 
been in the best of causes—the protection of 
liberty against the boots of those who would 
trample liberty underfoot. 
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Up to the States? 

The Illinois Senate has just voted 29 to 13 
to kill a bill for a state commission on job dis- 
crimination against Negroes. Earlier the Mis- 
sourt Legislature let a fair employment prac- 
tices measure die from inattention. Yet in 
both states the Governors had advocated FEPC 
measures. 

This record is recited here because the Eisen- 
hower Administration’s stated policy is to leave 
such civil rights legislation to the states. Illi 
nois and Missouri have shown what such a pol- 
icy means.

The Attack on Civil Service 

President Eisenhower undoubtedly has been 
under tremendous pressure to open civil-serv- 
ice-protected jobs to new appointees. Some of 
the demand is based on the valid claim that new 
department heads must be empowered to ap- 
point policy-making executives under them if 
they are to have a free hand to do a good job. 
It is not surprising that some of the demand 
also has been based on no more valid an argu- 
ment than that in a Republican Administration 
Democratic job-holders should be thrown out 
and Republican job-hunters should be installed 
in their places. 

The first of those demands would seem to 
have been met by the Presidents executive 
order of April 1 removing civil-service protec- 
tion from “more than several hundred” govern- 


ment employes deemed to be in policy-making . 


positions. Nearly three months later, a new 
executive order deprives 134,000 federal job- 
holders of civil service protection, and this 
time there is no talk of affecting policy-making 
employes only. Those affected by the new order 
are specialists, who supply the technical know- 
how for carrying out the policies set by others. 

In practice it appears that 60 per cent of the 
total will be exempted from the new order, be- 
cause as veterans they enjoy special security of 
tenure. The remaining 40 per cent is still a 
large number when applied to a total as large 
as 134,000. The only reason advanced for the 
action is the assertion by Chairman Philip 
Young of the Civil Service Commission that it 
will remove the career service to the greatest 
possible extent “from the political arena.” Mr.

A common complaint against the late Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt was. that he bent Congress to 
his will and made the elected representatives 
of the people subservient to the executive. He 
reduced Congress to “a rubber stamp”—so many 
of his critics said. 

Yet never in the Roosevelt years was the 
White House forced to such an extreme measure 
as has now been taken by President Eisenhower. 
After refraining from giving Congress leader- 
ship, President Eisenhower has now, by the 
most extraordinary means, forced action in the 
House on the excess profits tax, due to expire 
Tuesday. At his direction, Speaker Martin and 
Majority Leader Halleck persuaded the House 
Rules Committee to vote to clear the tax ex- 
tension bill. 

This has the effect of going over the head of 
the revenue originating body, the Ways and 
Means Committee, and its chairman, Congress- 
man Daniel A. Reed of New York, senior Re- 
publican in continuous service in the House. 
The Rules Committee bottled up the Reed 
to cut income taxes 10 per cent beginning July 1 
and Reed retaliated by pigeonholing the Ad- 
ministration’s excess profits tax extension. 

The Eisenhower Administration needs the 


$800,000,000 which will be produced by the ex- 


tension of the excess profits tax for the next six 
months. Where the White House erred was in 
sitting back until this impasse developed. Now 
it has resorted to medicine so strong that the 
breach within the party will not be easily 
healed. 

In any case, the President has demonstrated 
that under some circumstances at least he will 
come to grips with Congress. With this as a 
precedent there is now no excuse for him not to 
take up the cudgels for policies and causes 
which are’ even more important and more 
pressing.

Our distinguished contemporary in Virginia, 
The Richmond Times-Dispatch, has printed our 
editorial on the origin of the mint julep, but 
soured it with an editor’s note which is as out 
of keeping with juleps as a jigger of gin. 

The Times-Dispatch says an “outrageous fa- 
ble” is “chargeable against the St. Louis paper, 
which seems to have forgotten that Virginia, and 
not Kentucky, invented the mint julep.” 

Actually the editorial did not say who invent- 
ed the julep, but only mentioned that Missis- 
sippi now claims it from Kentucky. And it is 
difficult to forget something we never knew— 
namely, that Virginia devised the julep. But 
everybody, knows that mint takes to Kentucky 
bourbon as Grant took to Richmond. 

A St. Louis newspaper could stay out of this 
dispute were it not for the Old Dominion’s 
growing pretensions to fame. Not long ago the 
Times-Dispatch was arguing that Virginia hams 
were better than Missouri hams, or Kentucky 
hams, for that matter. Now Virginia claims an 
invention which not even the Russians have 
thought of. 

Virginia really ought be satisfied with 
George «Washington, Thomas Jefferson and 
Pickett’s charge, and leave the mint julep where 
it belongs, on ice.

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Easier Money —for Uncle Sam 

Washington has now supplied the answer to 
the question, raised here a month ago, whether 
it has been bearing down too héavily on the 
financial brakes. The answer is in the affirma- 
tive, as evidenced by the Federal Reserve 
Board’s move to east the money stringency. 
Reserve requirements of member banks have 
been reduced to increase their lending power 
by almost $6,000,000,000, 

The Federal Government itself expects to ab- 
sorb all or nearly all of the new credit by Treas- 
ury .borrowing in the next three months. It 
hopes by means of the easing maneuver to be 
able to borrow at a lower interest rate than it 
would have been forced to pay if it had looked 
for $5,000,000,000 to $6,000,000,000 on a money 
market as hard as existed before the reserves 
were reduced. In this way the Government may 
avoid the consequences, in higher-priced money, 
of retrenched spending and of deflation in farm 
prices and incomes. 

For individuals who, unlike the Government, 
must borrow on the hard money market as they 
find it, the current easing will be approximate- 
ly no comfort. Purchasers of homes, for one 
group, will still have to pay some $300 more in 
interest over a 20-year period for a mortgage on 
a $9000 dwelling, as a consequence of the Gov- 
ernment's increase in the interest rate on FHA- 
insured mortgages. _

money policy several weeks ago, wrote, We are 
glad to know the brakes work, but we don’t 
want to go through the windshield.” Uncle 
Sam, as beneficiary of the Federal Reserve 
Board's latest act, can now settle back on the 
car seat and ease his mind. His nephews, mean- 
while, may feel more called upon to keep an 
eye on that windshield.

To ask the question would be to make 
one’s self ridiculous. One can imagine any 
number of reasons for the appearance of 
some Communist books in an individual's 
library. The most likely is that the man is 
active in mind, wants to know what it is 
all about and proceeds to learn, as his 
means permit. 


Nobody in his senses will argue that one 
Communist book on a poor man’s shelves 
proves him to be a dangerous character. 
Or that 100 such books on a well-to-do 
man’s shelves proves him to be a snake 
in the grass, 

Moreover, nobody in his senses will 
think that a poor man of normal mind 
will be undermined by having one Com- 
munist book on his shelves or a well-to-do 
man by having 100. 


If Communists are smart enough to uh- 
dermine men by getting a book or a few 
books into some Übrary, then we are 
in a much worse fix than any of our gen- 
erals have described. 

If Communists are smart enough to cap- 
ture men’s minds by getting a book or a 
few books into some library, then bombs 
and planes and tanks will not be enough. 

But where is the evidence that Com- 


of thousands, perhaps millions have read 
Communist literature. 

Yet if you took all the known Commu- 
nists in the United States and added all 
who have been uncovered or suspected, 


you would have in total numbers one of 
the weakest movements in the land. 

Now, turn the thing around. You go 
into a private library’ of 100 books and 
there is not a single book that expresses 
or inclines to the Communist viewpoint. 


Not even a pamphlet. You go into a li-- 


brary of 10,000 books and there is nothing 
Communist; nothing in 10,000 books, 


What does this absence of all Commu- 
nist literature mean? Does it e that 
the poor man with his 100 books and the 
well-to-do man with his 10,000 books are 
models of patriotism—sternly setting their 
eyes and minds against temptation and 
contamination? 


If so, what are we to make of such a 
man as Secretary Dulles? He seems to 
have studied Communist literature for 
years. Apparently, as a man of active 
mind, Mr. Dulles wanted to know about 
Communism. Further, as a student of in- 
ternational affairs who has been called 
for work in Democratic and Republican 
Administrations, Mr. Dulles thought he 
should know the Communist argument. 


But if a Dulles is free to read Commu- 
nist literature—in part as a patriotic serv- 
ice——how can anybody say that a poor 
man proves his patriotism by excluding 
even a single Communist book from his 
hundred? Or that the well-to-do man 
proves his patriotism by having not one 
Communist book in his 10,000? 


You may say that Mr. Dulles is a case 
apart. But, if so, he was not set apart by 
any tribunal. Nobody in authority ordered 
Mr. Dulles to expose himself to tempta- 
tion and contamination. He decided, as an 
individual American, that he could be 
patriotic in reading Communist literature 
—not in avoiding it. 

All of this is obvious. But if it is ob- 
vious that men have freedom to read or 
not to read in their own libraries, it must 
be obvious that they have freedom to read 
or not to read in public libraries. Other- 
wise we tell men to take their public 
thoughts underground. 

Here we hit some questions. If all of 
this is obvious, why is there an upsurge 
of agitation when the President sets forth 
at Dartmouth College the of in- 
tellectual freedom which we have believed 
to be a settled part of the Anglo-American 
concept of civilization? 

Why is the State De ent under 
bombardment te disclose the number and 
nature of books which have beén removed 
from American libr overseas? 

Why must the State De ent labor 
over directives that will tell our librarians 
abroad how to get rid of some books 
a manner that will keep Senator M 
— and yet will not infuriate liberals? 

hy must there commotion over a 
dozen books in Australia? 

Perhaps, in truth, we are trying to 
learn what we are talking about when we 
talk about freedom.

THE FACE OF THE DEEP, by Jacob Twersky. [World,

In a reflective moment, a man in “The 
Face of the Deep” remarks that about the 
only thing the blind have in common is 
their inability to see. That, I think, is the 
most important thing the author, himself 
blind since the age of 12, wants us to learn 
from this novel. We can visualize Ken 
Werner standing on a street corner: 

“Our kids will find out our shame one 
day. People who know us may find out. 
.. « But there's nothing to do, The peo- 
ple pass, giving the 
coins that mean so 
little to them. The 
wind burns my face. 
I burn inside. ‘Thank 
you. God bless you..

One becomes a college professor —pre- 
sumably this is the author, who teaches in 
New York—after heartbreaking refusals 
by the big schools to consider a blind man 
for employment. One becames a ruthless 
super salesman and makes other blind 
people the victims of his special hate. 

Another becomes a professional lecturer 
who speaks yicious platitudes about how 
blindness makes better people of those 
so handicapped and does tricks for her 
audiences with a seeing-eye dog. 


It is an unhappy, unkind society that is 
described. It is peopled by indifferent so- 
cial workers who won't let their own chil- 
dren play with blind students, parents 
who mistake pity for sympathy, women 
who accept dates with blind men out of 
curiosity, employers who subconsciously 
believe blindness comparable to ignorance, 
and misshapen blind souls nardened into 
almost total cynicism. From what Twe 
tells us, the blind man needs, most of 
an honorable job and a feeling of equality. 


It is possible that Twersky could have 
better made us recognize the individuality 
of the blind had he chosen to write non- 
fiction. But he could not have given us a 
more intimate understanding of what it is 
like to be blind—t

The act, which becomes effec- 
tive July 1, gives the Secretary 
of State discretionary power to 
Suspend drivers’ licenses for a 
variety of causes.

Also, 
the act provides for building up 
extensive files on violations so 
that accident-prone motorists may 
be singled out. 

Stratton also approved a bill 
canceling an $8,000,000 increase 
in truck fees slated to go into 
effect next Jan. 1. 

The Governor signed a bill to 
require teachers to pass examina- 
tions on thé provisions and prin- 
ciples of the United States and 
Illinois constitutions before their 
teaching certificates can be re- 
newed.

Europe's Lighter Side 
It Rained in Paris, but 
Was It Perfumed?

PARIS. 


E usually don’t like to go along with a pub- 
WIe stunt, but when two American 2 som 
manufacturers arrive in Paris and announce 
they’re going to rain American perfume on French 
women, by seeding 

clouds over Paris with 

a mixture of CO2 and 

their product, what 


are you going to do? 


This great gesture 
toward better Franco- 
Amefican relations 
was made a few days 
ago when Lee Swart- 
out, president, and 


Chagles Granville, vice 


president in charge of 

research development 

of the Angelique Per- 

fume Co., and an 

American press agent 

invited us te accom- 

pany them to an air- 

port near Versailles where they had hired an air- 

plane for their stunt. On the way out Granville 
explained the project. 

‘“We'ré getting tired of American women smell- 
ing of French perfume,” he said with a straight 
face, “and so we decided we're going to have 
French women smell of American perfume whether 
they like it or not. How do we propose to do this? 
In this bottle is our secret mixture of Black Satin 
perfume and carbon dioxide. We have been ex- 


perimenting for three years and we know now we . 


can seed a cloud with the mixture and cause scent- 
ed rain to fall from the skies.” 

“Is this true?” we asked the press agent. 

“Oh, sure; it’s true,” he said. “Mr. Granville 
is in charge of research development. He wouldn't 
say it if it weren't true.”

GRANVILLE ALSO SHOWED US two skunk 


hats, and when we inquired about them, he said: 
“Qur factory is called Skunk Hollow and we always 
wear these hats on our experiments.” 

We asked them if they had received permission 
from the French for their project. ‘ 

The press agent produced a telegram from Henri 
Bonnet, the French Ambassador in Washington. 
The telegram read: “Have instructed Consul Gen- 
eral in New York to facilitate your project.” It 
was signed Henri Bonnet. 

Granville said he was very disturbed at the atti- 
tude of the American Embassy in Paris. “We 
cabled Ambassador Dillon for long range weather 
forecasts and we never even heard from him. 
The Embassy is ducking the whole thing. They 
haven't even co-operated with us on a low level. 
We thought because we didn’t hear anything they 
were taking care of everything for us—arranging 
permission and weather and the rest. But when 
we got here nothing had been done.” 

Swarthout told us they were so angry they wired 
their Connecticut Senator, Prescott Bush, and 
showed us his return cable. It said: “Will place 
your statement in Congressional Record and give. 
to newspaper men but would suggest you secure 
permission of French authorities before under- 
taking project.” 

Granville said he didn’t know which statement 
Senator Bush had put in the Congressional Record. 
the one about too many American women smell- 
ing of French perfume or the one about non- 

co-operation from the 3 Embassy. 


WHEN WE ARRIVED at the airfield three cam- 
eramen from Paramount News were waiting by 
the planes. For the next hour and a half while 
the press agent argued with the Air Police about 
permission to take off, the Paramount people and 
two photographers took pictures of Granville and 
Swartout in their skunk hats with their secret 
mixture bottle and a black bag which had An- 
gelique painted on the side and contained abso- 
lutely nothing inside. 

The air policeman referred the project to his 
superior who referred it to his superior who called 
Paris to speak to his superior. Permission was 
finally granted providing the planes remained out- 
side of the city limits. 

Granville studied the clouds. “Got to find a 
cumulus cloud that's blowing toward Paris. Like 
to find one that will break down over the Eiffel 
Tower, but it’s — * at these distances.“ 


Two PLANES were needed. Granville and 
Swartout were in one and one newsreel camera- 
man, the press agent and this reporter were pas- 
sengers in the other. The two French pilots as+ 
signed to the planes seemed very reluctant to go 
along. 

Once in the air the two planes flew along to- 
gether, the press agent directing the pilot and 
photographer. The rainmaker’s plane darted into 
a cumulus cloud and we lost it for several minutes. 
When it came out we took more pictures and then 
it got lost again: We landed after 40 minutes 
and Granville and Swartout told us they seeded

WHEN WE GOT BACK to Paris the streets were 
still dry and Granville and Swartout- looked dis- 
appointed.

We said we saw it but we didn’t smell it. 
“You’re sure it wasn’t the perfume on your 

clothes?” we asked Granville. 

“Of course not, It came from the clouds.”

Sherpa Tiger’ Who Climbed Mt. Everest 


No Matter Who Reached Top First, Bhutia Tensing Is Quite a Mountaineer 


porters to 
mountain-climbing sahibs from 
abroad. 


Because the Sherpas nor- 
mally live at altitudes of around 
15,000 feet and can romp around 
with bulky loads tied to their 
backs when the sahibs can barely 
move. A Sherpa can carry up to 
400 pounds and it is doubtful 
whether any of the eight major 
Everest expeditions could have 
come off without some help from 
them. 

“Of course we do not carry so 
much at high altitude,” Tensing 
has explained. “At base camp of 
Everest expedition — base camp 
located about 20,000 feet—I carry 
only 30 pounds; beyond 25,000 
from eight to 10; near top only 
about five.” 

The Sherpas, it was discovered 
by sahibs a good many years ago, 
have other qualities that make 
them good companions on mount- 
Ains. They laugh easily and face 
death cheerfully. They can tand 
extraordinary degrees of fatigue 
and exposure and refuse to worry 
about tomorrow. Also they are 
apt language students: most 
Sherpas are tri-lingual, speaking 
their own dialect, Tibetan and 
Nepalese, and a surprising number 
either know a little English or 
manage to understand the sahibs 
with a minimum of spoken in- 
struction. 

When the Everest parties first 
came to Nepal, the Sherpas re- 
garded the as slightly 
daffy, which is not surprising 
when you consider that their 
tribe had lived in the shadow of 
Everest for a long time and none 
of its members ever so much as 
toyed with the idea of climbing 


- up on the roof of the world. 


x X * 


HE Sherpas thought the visit- 

ing climbers a lot of silly 

things, such @$ bringing oxy- 
gen. Their own air, the Sherpas: 
said, was fine. Why bring bottled 
stuff from England? But when 
they began reaching for the tall- 
est peaks they soon learned to ask 
for “a little English air” and to- 
day the average Sherpa is rather 
sophisticated a mountaineer- 
ing and proud of his tribe's role 
in the conquest of Everest. 

Sherpas still dislike ventilation 
(as many as two dozen will sleep 
sardine-like in a tiny tent), but 
quite a few have, like Tensing; 

uired the official rank of 
“Tiger.” A “tiger” is any Sherpa 
who has carried a load to 24,000 
feet or beyond. 

Of all the “tigers” in the busi- 
ness, Tensing has been the most 
ferocious. He is a wiry little man, 
about five feet, five inches tall 
and prior to starting out on his 
seventh and successful climb of 
Everest he had lost 22 pounds, 
mostly because of malaria attacks 
last winter. But he has served 
with at least 20 major mountain 
climbing expeditions and only last 
year won the “Medal of Nepal” 
for reaching within 800 feet of 
Everest’s 29,002-foot peak with 
Ramond Lambert, a Swiss ex- 
plorer. It was his second Everest 
expedition with Lambert in a 
single year. 

Most ef Tensing’s bosses found 
him a mighty useful citizen to 
have around. His English was 
pretty good. He knew how to 
handle the local people and was 
a shrewd negotiator with tight- 
lipped chieftains who knew (but 
didn’t care to spread) important 
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information about the tricky coun- 
tryside. He was a storehouse of 
strategic information and volun- 
teered such intelligence as that 


‘the dwarf hair delphinium flower, 


when dried, was an excellent re- 


pellent of lice.

IS climbing was sure-footed 


and relentless. (“He has three 
lungs,” a Swiss expert once 
marvelled.) His judgment was usu- 
ally sound, but when he ‘was over- 
ruled he’d announce “As the sa- 


especially 
good at omelettes. He also did 
better than usual baking the lo- 
cal bread, which is called Cha- 
pattie and is constructed by the 
simple expedient of mixing flour 
and water to the right consistency 
and pouring the result on a hot 
iron plate. 

Sherpas usually are paid three 
rupees (about 65 cents) a day but 
Tensing, being a top tiger, made 
225 rupees a month plus “snow 
allowance.” In case of accident 
or death, a Sherpa or his family 
can’t collect much. Customary 
compensation to a married man’s 
family is $200; $100 to a single 
man’s; and for loss of leg or arm 
from frostbite e Sherpa may col- 
lect $10 to 315. 

This, however, is not as stingy 
as it sounds, for when the news 
of Tensing’s triumph spread 
among his friends and fellow- 
porters in Darjeeling, they col- 
lected what they considered a 
princely purse to present him. It 
amounted te the equivalent of 
$30, which gives you an idea of 
the cost of living in Darjeeling.

NE of the many questions 

that come up when the ques- 

tion of refinishing à floor 
comes up is whether it is eneces- 
sary to use a sander.

The material used for removing 
the old finish is a paint and var- 
nish remover. You should be sure 
to get a non-inflammable type 
because if you- use one that is 
inflammable and there is an open 
flame about you may end up 
without either a floor, a house 
or a body. 

Care should be taken in apply- 
ing the remover not to get it on 
the baseboards and molding close 
to the floor for it will soften up 
the finish here just as it does on

“T see wealthy ones and poor 
ones, daughters of nurses and 
sons of farmers,” she says, 
“and the one basic thing I have 
observed is that the dirtiest 
are the happiest and least sick- 
ly.

ever,” 


There is good reason for 
this, according to the doctor. 
She explains it thus: In all dirt 
there is a certain amount of 
gungus and bacteria and mold. 
Some of it is not good for 
human beings. But that ele- 
ment is far outweighed, appar- 
ently, by the organisms which 
aid body vigor. 


Penicillin, she reminds, comes 
from a mold. 

“Though we are not yet even 
at the edge of understanding 
what keeps us well,” she adds, 
“it is likely that the majority 
of fungi and bacteria are 
mildly beneficial. And some 
of them are strongly so.” 

Furthermore, according to 
Dr. Berglund, there is pretty 
good evidence of the goodness 
of the earth (well-mixed with 
water and sunshine) in a child's
